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Establishes a coordinating committee to designate certain lands in the vicinity of Camp Ripley to be 

contained in the sentinel landscape.  The purposes of this mission is to identify lands near Camp Ripley 

that are important to the nation’s defense and Camp Ripley’s role in the nation’s defense.  Owners of 

designated lands will be encouraged, with the aid of incentives, to voluntarily manage their land in a 

manner that is consistent with Camp Ripley’s military mission.  

Requires the Adjutant General, in consultation with the coordinating committee, to prepare a report, by 

January 16, 2017, on the committee’s work and progress in shaping Camp Ripley’s sentinel landscape.
